Presiding over the court that 
has jurisdiction over the largest terriory 
of any Police Court in the world, Judge 
Pollard has time to give real consideration 
to every case. He finds time to exercise 
charity, if it seems to him that charity is 
deserved. 

With work laid out before him each

@bility to dispose of within the Mmits of 
the day, he takes time to remain true to 
his ideals. 

The Dayton Sireet Police Court, which 
fas become farnous for unique decisions, is

Takes Testimony of Mule. 
Common sense frequently wins over ex- 
pert testimony In the Dayton Street Court. 
Not long ago Judge Pollard accepted the 
testimony of a mule in preference to the 
learned opinion of veterinary § surgeons 
brought into the case. 

Arrested by the Humane Soclety for 
working a galled animal, the driver had 
one of the best veterinarians in the elty to 
testify that, although the mule had a raw 
spot where the co'lar touched, yet the col- 
lar fitted so perfectly that the animal suf- 
fered no inconvenience. 

The mule was brought to the sidewalk 
ithe courtroom door and Judge Pol- 
lard went down to examine it. The galled 
spot was raw and the collar showed traces 
of biood or sweat. The owner said sweat: 
50 dihki the driver. With the tip of his 
cane Judge Pollard touched the sore light- 
ly and the animal winced. He touched it 
again and it shied. 

Nothing was said until all the parties to 
the case were again in the courtroom, 
when the owner, driver and veterinary sur- 
geon were lined up before the bar. 

“IT am no expert on horses and their dis 
eases,’ said the judge, ‘but | hope I have 
common sense enough to see that an ani- 
inal which can't stand a gentle touch on a 
wound is manifestly unable to be worked.

Head of Free State of Kunani 
Tells Post-Dispatch Other Na- 


tions Must Recognize His 
Country’s Independence. 


WARNS BRAZIL TO GET 
IN LINE WHILE SHE MAY

LONDON, May 27.—The oreaiient of the 
Free State of Kunani, in South America, 
and “head center’’ of the alleged plot to 
overthruw the Brazilian republic and re- 
store the old monarchy, was interviewed 
‘In London today by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. 

The minister-plenipotentiary of Kunani 
In Spain, Sarrion de Herrera, has just 
been arrested in Madrid at the request of 
the Brazilian Government, and several 
carticads of “compromising documents’’ 
rédjating to the supposed revolutionary plot 
have been found at his house. 

It ig asserted in Spain that the Kunani 
@géents have been enlisting a small army 
of Europeans to go out to South America 
and assist in the onslaught on Brazil, and 
that a detachment of conspirators has 
come over to England to procure warships, 
guns and ammunition. 

The President proved to be M. Le Due 
de Brezet of the old nobility of France, who 
explained, with a strong French accent, 
that he is more American than French. 

He was re-elected President in 1903, and 
has been in Europe on state business about 
twelve months. 


The Free State of Kunani, the President 
explained, is about twice the size of Eng- 
jand. It is bounded on the north by Brit- 
ish. French and Dutch Guiana and by 
Venezuela, on the west and south by Bra- 
zil and on the east by the South Atlantic 
Ocean. It has two ports, Kunani and Ma- 
capa (on the Amazon), and a bay near Ku- 
nani City big enough to hold the largest 
warships in the world. 

The President laughed merrily when asked 
if that was where he was going to keep 
his new warships. and said: 

- “Ah, yee-—-when I get them: but first we 
need ships of commerce much more. 

“We don't wish to be mixed up with such 
foolish suggestions as warships and revo- 
lutions and things of that sort. We have 
no such ideas. We don't want anything to 
do with Brazil, and everything will be quiet 
—@0 long as Brazil leaves us alone.”’ 

- The President,.explained that since 1874 
Kunani has actually been a free republic, 
and has had ten presidents, of whom he is 
the tenth. There are 300,000 civilized in- 


*’ Pabitants’ and about 15,000,000 Indians, and

~*"Both France and Brazil claimed our 
‘-territory,"’ said the President, ‘‘and they 
err the question to arbitration by 
witzerland, irrespective of our views. In 
1900 the Swise Tribunal decided that the 
country did not belong to France, but it 
did not say at it belonged to Brazil. 
Brazil then made a raid on Kunani, which 
Was repulsed with a loss of 800 men. 

“The suggestion of our enlisting an army 
with whi to fight Brazil is ridiculous,”’ 
he continued. ‘‘A number of Spaniards are 
anxious to come and got their living in 
Our country, and are only awaiting the op- 

rtunity. e@ have also had inquiries from 

oers 

“My object in being in Europe is to pro- 
‘ite the recognition of our independence 
by Burope, and although Britain may not 
be the first to acknowledge us, I believe she 
. Will be the second. We have the good will 
of every country except Brazil, which 
wishes to throttle our trade. 

“Brasil would be well advised,” the Pres- 
ident concluded. benevolently, ‘‘to agree 
with us while we are willing. For Brazil's 
sake it t@ to be hoped she will not again 
attempt to interfere with us.’

IS PROFITABLE WITHOUT ANY ARBITRARY 
AND. IT IMPOSES NO TOLLS ON SHIPPERS 
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The great railroad bridge at Thebes, Il., 
spanning the Mississippi River 129 miles 
below St. Louls, which was formally 
opened with impressive ceremonies last 
Thursday, teaches a valuable object- -lesson. 
on the bridge arbitrary situation in St. 
Louis. 

This new bridge is owned by the Missouri 
Pacific, Iron Mountain, Cotton Belt, the 
Bastern Illinois division of the Frisco, and 
the Illinois Central railro: ids. Its western 
approaches are controlled by the Cotton 
Belt, which also operates the bridge, the 
vice-president of the Cotton Belt road being 
president of the bridge company and the

There is no “bridge arbitrary’ imposed 


upoa shippers in connection with the 
Thebes bridge. The bridge exists as a 
part of the roadbed of the five railway 
systems owning it. Its business is ex- 
pected to return a fair profit on the in- 
vestment in it without a special toll on 
the traffic crossing it. The bridge charge 
is absorbed in the regular freight rates, 
and from the general revenue of the five 
controlling railway systems comes the 
bridge revenue. 

The Thebes Bridge is not an inconsider- 
able structure representing a small invest- 
ment. 

Prof. Calvin M. Woodward of Washing- 
ton University says it is the finest ex- 
ample of cantilever bridge constrution in 
the world. With its Missouri and Illinois 
approaches it cost $4,000,000. It is regarded 
as one of the strongest bridges in this 
country. It represents the best and latest 
achievement of modern engineering skill. 

Because of these facts it stands as an im- 
portant illustration of the truth that a 
costly bridge does not of necessity carry 
with it the imposition of a special bridge 
tolk. 


Lessens Terminal Congestion. 


The Thebes bridge contains much of fur- 
ther promise to the business interests of 
St Louls. Ore of its earliest accomplish- 
ments will be that of materially lessening 
the terminal congestion here by handling 
much through shipping, which formerly of 
necessity had to be handled over the Bt. 
Louis bridges. This diversion means no 
loas of trade to St. Louis, although per- 
haps carrying with it the legical result of 
decreased earnings for the Terminal As- 
sociation. 

At times of great shipping activity the 
Thebes Bridge will do much to lessen the 
delays in shipments which in the past have 
been due to terminal congestion in St. 
Louis and on the east side of the Missis- 
efppl. 

Although the Thebes Bridge is owned by 
five railway companies, two of which are 
lilinois systems, it owes its existence pri- 
marily to the Cotton Belt system of St 
Louis, which foreed the building of the 
bridge. and the Cotton Belt, together with 
the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain, 
will Se the most important users, to the 
great advantage of St. Loula. 

The Valley Railroad, owned and bullt by 
the Cotton Belt and the Iron Mountain, 
which covers the direct route from 8t.

The difficult Ozark grades of the older 
part cf the Cotton Belt system, so acute 
that an engine capable of hauling 188 tons 
on low grade could haul but 600 tons on the 
Ozark grades, are virtually eliminated by 
the Thebes Bridge, save on the Ozark lo- 
cal traffic, as Cotton Belt trains can now 
cross to the low-grade Valley line at 
Thebes and miss the entire Ozark haul. 


Increase Southwest Trade. 

In discussing the new situation created 
by the opening of the Thebes bridge Col. 
&. W. Fordyce, President of the Cotton 
Beit System, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that it meant great further develop- 
ment of St. Louls trade throughout the 
Southwest by a decreased cost of transpor- 
tation and a saving of six hours’ time 
from the further points. Shipments to the 
St. Louis market from East Arkansas, 
Leulsiana, Texas and Old Mexico will be 
greatly facilitated by reason of advantage- 
ous Cotton eBlt and Iron Mountain econ- 
nections and in the near future, Col. For- 
dyce says St. Louis business houses wil) 
be working in this territory with all the 
odds in their favor. 

Another incidental benefit accruing to St. 
Louis is the opening up of a new coal] dis- 
trict for this city. The Carterville district, 
heretofore closed at St. Louis, is now 
brought into close touch by the Valley 
Line. It is about 90 miles distant in the 
LHinois district in which are situated the 
towns of Pinckneyville, Jerseyville and 
Coulterville, and already reaches the Val- 
ley Line by means of a #-mile road from 
the mines.

They they passed a resolution viewing 
“with indignation and alarm the existing 
procedure of the House of Commons, which 
reduces legislation to a mere game of 
chance.” 

Mr. Labouchbere’s speech in opposition to 
the bill was humorous and sarcastic. 

“I voted for women’s enfranchisement 
37 years ago,"’ he said, “and every suc- 
cessive vear since then has made me more 
and more regret that vote. 

“As a penance, I have opposed the bill 
tooth and nail whenever it has been brought 
torward. 

“Women cannot discharge the duties of 
citizenship. They cannot be soldiers, for 
instarce.”’ 

“You are not a seldier,” cried a member. 
“No, and I don’t intend to be,"’ retorted

“And a policeman can’t be a woman,”

‘The wedding took place 
according to Mahometan rites in the mid- 
dle of April, and Margareta was subse- 
quently treated with great distinction in 
the harem of the Pasha. 

Sauer admits that he received the £1000,

TO HOLD THE MOISTURE 


Should Be Worked Only Every 
ther Year in Order to Get Best 
Results—Large Yields From 


Properly Treated Ground. Beat

OMAHA, Neb., May 27.—The ‘short 


grass’ country of Western Nebraska and 
Wyoming together with Northern Colorado, 
is thoroughly aroused over ‘‘dry farming” 
and is seeing visions of a time to come 
When the “short grass’’ country will dis- 
@ppear and in place of its hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land upon which cat- 
tle now graze there will be great crops of 
wheat, corn, alfalfa and sugar beet. 

Then the great irrigation projects now 
fathered by the government and private 
capital will be useless because no water 
will be needed to produce the crops—‘‘dry | 
farming’ will have taken the place of the 
water. 

The Chevenne Board of Trade and busi- 
ness men of that city have just appropri- 
ated 310,000 to experiment along the line of 
the new system in Wyoming; the Union 
Pacific railroad has organized a department 
of “dry farming’’ to work under the direc- 
tion of the industrial department of the 
Harriman system; the Burlington road is 
conducting experiments of-its own on @ig, 
farm of 0 acres in Western Nebraska; 
one Colorado farm has employed an expert 
to make investigations on its big cattle 
ranch of 70,000 acres; North Platte (Neb.) 
business men have subscribed several thou- 
gand dollars toward experimenting in that 
gection. and 100 different farmers and 
franchmen in Laramie County, Wyoming, 
have signed a pledge agreeing to cultivate 
et least five acres each according’ to direc- 
tions issued from a central body and to 
report the results to that body. 

By “dry farming’’ is meant the cultiva- 


lions of acres of semi-arid tracts in the 
eat West which are now turned over to 
e cattlemen, the prairie dogs, the rattle- 
gnakes and the owls. A smal! portion of 
these lands have been placed under

There 
are a few in Bronx Park, New York; in 
Washington, in the Yellowstone Park and 
other places, but they were not available 
for rump roasts at the 101 Ranch Editorial 
Association barbecue. 

For this reason, George L. Miller, secre- 
tary of the Miller Bros., and youngest of 
the trio that own the 101 ranch, was sent 
out West to get buffalo at any expense of 
money or trouble. In Ravalli County, 
Montana, he found a bunch of buffalo and 
bought 35 head of them, ranging from a 
venerable bull down to calves following 


the cows.

The Millers are constitutionally opposed 
to graft in all forms, and no gambling or 
carousing will be permitted on the ranch. 
Joseph Miller refused $1500 for the privi- 
lege of establishing gambling devices on 
the ranch on the day of the celebration, as 
well as a profitable offer to control cam- 
eras. 

Mr. Miller says: ‘“‘Bring your cameras,” 
to everyone. 

There will be no cruelty or brutality dis- 
played during the celebration. ; 

“A lot of rot has been printed in some 
newspapers about a man being scalped by 
the Indians and buffalo cattle tortured,” 
said Mr. Miller.

The celebration will start with a parade 
of Indians and Cowboys. This will be the 
most ornate and gala exhibition of paint. 
feathers and buckskin ever seen. 

The exhibition grounds are situated on 
the Eastern edge of the enormous ranch.

line of the Santa Fe Railroad, in Kay, 
Noble and Pawnee counties, Oklahoma. 

Near the arena the railroad sidetracks 
are laid on which the special trans wi}!

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THE POLICY OF PACIFICATION. 

Governor-General Wright has instructed Major-General 
Corbin to order Brigadier-General Carter to pacify Samar. 

It is wonderful how history repeats itself. The policy 
of pacification is the only policy which never wavers. 

When Columbus discovered the Western world Spain 
immediately began to pacify the inhabitants. Before many 
years elapsed French and English were actively engaged in 
the same work. It has gone on ever since, and only in our 
time has the policy been relaxed in America for want of 
material to work on, 

In Africa pacification is more or less active always. 
Germans, French and English have pacified hundreds of 
thousands of Africans. 

Our success in pacifying the American Indians argues 
considerable talent for such a policy. But it must not be 
forgotten that humane pacification takes time. From Co- 
lumbus to Dewey is four hundred years, and these four cen- 
turies were characterized by acts tending to pacify the red 
man. For this reason we must not expect results in the 
Philippines too soon. There are 10,000,000 of them. To 
pacify so many will require many. years, dollars and men. 
If the job is done A. D. 2298 we may well be satisfied.

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UNDERFED AND OVERFED CHILDREN. 

The present outbreak of grief because of the number of 
“underfed school children” is no doubt warranted. . Such 
grief ought to be expressed continuously, so long as there 
is a suspicion that a single child is without sufficient food. 

It happens, however, that in the same issues of current 
publications which contain this grief because of under- 
feeding, there is a simple story from a neighboring town 
where the police picked up a lost boy who had missed a 
meal as a result of being lost. They accordipgly improvised 
a simple luncheon for him and watched him while he ate 
four full-sized rolls, five eggs, five cuts of cheese, two cups 
of coffee and two glasses of. water. 

The police were surprised, but the boy himself had no 
idea that there was anything unusual about it when he 
stopped after clearing the table. As a matter of fact there 
was not. When the amount of his own food is left to the 
unbiased judgment of a growing boy, the meal which ex- 
cited the admiration of the police, stands for either unusual 
moderation or the temporary exhaustion of the supply. 

Children ought to be so fully supplied with the food 
needed for growth, that if it is a question between under- 
feeding and overfeeding they will be “overfed.” 

As the explanation of failures in examinations at school, 
however, the overfeeding natural to children is probably 
much more in fault than underfeeding, however much un- 
derfeeding may exist, 

The underfed child, who is not actually starved, may 
show a dangerous quickness in parker. at the expense of 
nerves, which after the average “well-fed boy” has gorged 
himself into a condition of comfort, are chiefly occupied 
with his stomach at the expense of his brain. 
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Macaulay wrote that mesmerism, now known to be true, 
was a fraud; what would Thomas Babington, were he| 
alive today, have to say about Sir Frederick Rasch, who 
has repeatedly and unconsciously projected his astral body 
into Parliament? 
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EXPENSIVE SIMPLICITY. 

“It costs money to be simple,” said a woman of fashion, 
who “went in for” the fashionable fad. 

So thinks Sir Henry Mortimer Durand, British Ambassa- 
dor at the democratic court of Washington, where the 
Jeffersonian tradition is revered by the Spartan society, 
which gathers at “functions” and illustrates the virtues of 
austere republicanism. 

It is so expensive that Sir Henry has been forced to ask 
an increase of salary. He was getting $32,500 a year, but, 
respecting his desire to conform to the sweet, simple ways 
of American life, the Foreign Office added $4000. 

It is too bad that a virtue 80 necessary to social salva- 
tion should be so expensive. But ‘tis true, and pity ’tis, 
‘tis true, without at least $10,000 a year nobody can be 
really simple. 

For this reason, people of moderate means hope that the 
fashion will soon change and simplicity go out. Bric-a-brac 
and gimcracks and didos—(is that what they are called, 
didos?) are comparatively inexpensive; but a house fur- 
nished simply is beyond the means of any but the very rich. 

It does, indeed, cost money to be simple. Let us, there- 
fore, be elaborate, involved and complex, like the delightful 
people we mect in Henry James’ novels. 
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Greed overreached itself in Philadelphia. The gangsters 
trying to steal all, carry away nothing but public suspicion 
and ill will. Measure in all things—it is a good rule, even 
in grafting. 
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MR. REID !S PATRIOTIC. 

As might have been expected Mr. Whitelaw Reid took a 
whack at the Monroe Doctrine and some other things be- 
fore he sailed away for John Bull’s tight little island.

TO PREVENT BURYING ALIVE, 

German physicians having demanued an absolutely certain 
t to prevent patients from being buried alive, one of their 
number, Dr. Icard, bas brought forward a new discovery to 
fill the requirement. It consists in injecting a solution of 
fluorescine deep into the human tissues. If circulation exists 
ihe skin and mucous membranes become very yellow and 
the eyes assume the color of emeralds; if the circulation has 
ceased none of these results occurs. The discoverer proposes 
that at least two hours before bodies are placed in coffins 
such an injection with fluorescine be made. If life is not yet 
extinct the injection does no harm and the coloring disap- 
pears. 
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A USEFUL PHONOGRAPH. 


The disadvantages inevitable in telephoning have been 
parually overcome by an instrument of foreign make, though 
ti) general serviceability of the device has not been demon- 
strated by usage in this country. It may be described as an 
ordinary telephone with a phonographic attachment, says the 
World's Work. While Mr. Jones is in his office the attach- 
mert:is not in use, but on going out he connects it with the 
telephone. When someone calls for Mr. Jones over the tele- 
p ene, the phonographic attachment responds something 
after this fashion: “Mr. Jones is not in. This is a phono- 
graphic receiver speaking. Kindly give me your message and 
. will repeat it to him on his return.’’ On coming in Mr. 
Jones sees from a signal that a message is awaiting him. 
He takes the receiver and the phonograph delivers the mes- 
sage (perhaps there are many) that have been confided to i'. 


A WONDER-WORKING CHEMICAL. 


It is said that Dr. D. Dakin has discovered how to prepare 
adrenalin from coal tar. Adrenalin, says the Scientific Amer- 
ican, is the active principle of the suprarenal glands whose 
isolation has made bloodless surgery possible. Dr. Jokichi 
Takamine, the Japanese chemist, originally showed the world 
how to make adrenalin. Over the kidneys of men and ani- 
mals are two little glands shaped like a cocked hat and, In 
man, about as big as marbles. Their function was long a 
mystery to physiologists. Even now, it is not thoroughly 
understood. It has long been known, however, that they had 
some effect on the circulation of the blood, and that their 
secretion is a powerful astringent. Physiologists and chem- 
ists began experimenting with this secretion. In 1893 two 
European investigators discovered that it had a strong ef-

This objection has, 
however, now been removed; and the records for the na- 
tional collection will be master records of nickel, from which 
reccrds for service may be molded as desired. A similar col-/ 
lection is already being formed in Italy. The collection for 
the British Museum is to be started immediately. All the 
most prominent public men, singers and musicians of the day 
will be requested to make records. As years go by, the col- 
lection will increase in value and size, and it is certain to 
become one of the most valued of the nation’s treasures, 
The records, however, will not be available for immediate 
use, but will be reserved for reproduction in the next gen

MEASURING THE HEART’S ELECTRICITY. 

A Frenchman named Einthoven has invented a galvanomee 
ter so sensitive that it is specially adapted to measure the 
electric conditions of the human body. The new instrument 
allows of making measurements which could only be 6b- 
served heretofore with the electrometer. The electric action 
of the human heart has been observed heretofore with the 
Lippmann electro-capillary instrument. The muscular shocks 
of the heart-beats are known to produce variations in the :

He suc- 
ceeded so well he was seized by the police. 
The American government went to his res- 
cue and Austria will get such a rebuke 
that. the offense will not be repeated. 


The Forged Stamps. 

When about to embark for this country 
on the steamer Prinzessen Irene, Brough- 
ton Brandenburg, to whom much of the 
exposure of criminal immigration methods 
is due, asked a Neapolitan some questions 
concerning the baggage. 

“You need not go over to the fumigat- 
tion station if you do not want to,” said 


the Italian. 
“Is that so? 
he asked. 
“T know some men who put on the 
labels that they put on over there, and 
no one will know you have not been fumi- 


gated and inspected,” was the reply. 
The fumigating and inspection station is 


half an hour across the bay from the 
Capitaneria. The agent of the gang wehted 
60 lire for 1 pieces of hand baggage to 
carry the deal through. He eventually ac- 
cepted 20 lire and the counterfeit United 
Mates consular stamp was attached to the 
baggage, together with a counterfeit stamp 
of the Italian authorities.

Indians Professor in Spain Will 


Soon Photograph Important 
Astronomical Event. 


Bpeciai to the Post-Dispatch. 
i ANAPOLIS, Ind, May 27.—Exten- 


sive preparations are being made by astron- 
emers all over the world to observe the 
total eclipse of the sun, which occurs Aug. 
$0. This is the most important eclipse that 
wil take place in a period of 50 years, be- 
ing. extra long in duration and being vis- 
ible at so many places accessible to astron- 
omers for observing stations. More than 40 
expeditions will be sent to Spain, Egypt, 
Arabia and Labrador, at all of which places 
the time of totality will be from two to 
four minutes. 

One of the most important of the Ameri- 
can expeditions will be that sent out from 
the University of Indiana to Spain under 
the direction of Dr. John A. Miller, head 
of the department of astronomy.

Big Sums Were Demanded Often, 
but Rather Than Miss the Graft 
Entirely, Corruptionists Would 
Accept Anything That Was 
Offered.

LITTLE ROCK. Ark., May 21.—AN eX- | 


pose of widespread political graft and of- 
ficial corruption, paralleling, in some re- 
spects, the Missouri boodle diselosures, is 
expected hete next week, when the Pulas- 
ki County Grand Jury, which already has 
returned indictments for bribery against 
two state senators and two representatives, 
presents its second partial report to Cir- 
cuit Judge R. J. Lea in relation to the 
affairs of the recent Arkansas General As- 
sembly. 

Since May 4, the day the present inquiry 
Was begun, three days after the Legisla- 
ture adjourned, the lawmakers—that is, 
those of them who have been dallying in 
rascality to the detriment of their state 
and the downfall! of their own reputations— 
have rested uneasy. 

No authority ventures a forecast as to 
the extent of the promised revelations. 

This much is certain: 

Prosecuting Attorney Lewis Rhoton of 
this county, who instituted the legislative 
investigation and paid the éxpenses pre- 
Mminary to it himself, has secured con- 
fessions from senators, representatives and 
outsiders who represented special interests 
before the Legislature, pointing to the fact 
that the lawmaking power of the State of 
Arkansas has been bought and sold and 
bartered again by an unscrupulous clique 
of legislative plunderers. . 


“Get What You Can.” 

The Assembiy is compused of 15 mem- 
bers, or 35 senators and 100 representa- 
tives. 

Testimony now being gathered shows that 
seven senators controlied enough of their 
coliesagues to deliver the vote of the Sen- 
ate, while a close combine of 10 engineered 
the sale of the House of Representatives. 

The boodlers had no regular scale of 
prices. Their motto was: 

“Get what you can, but get it.’’ And so 
they did: 

Af nothing more tempting was available, 
they would cut the schedule of rates down 
to the price of a repeating rifle. 

Once the Senate-combine is sald to have 
demanded $10,000 from a corporation having 
an importavut measure at stake, but later 
it wes willing to compromise for $500. 

How long tuese practices continued #®@ a 
matter of conjecture. Prosecutor Rheton 
believes corruption has flourished in the 
Legislature over a perlod of 20 years. And 
the reason the corruptionists are found out 
now is oecause they failed to ‘‘do business 
cn the square,”’ 

In other words, the combines refused to 
divide the spoils. They played ‘‘whole hog 
or none,” just as some of their Missouri 
contemporaries did before they were caught 
in the meshes cof the law.

At this point the local prosecutor dipped 
in his oar. From his private purse, Lewis 
Khoton empioyed detectives to run down 
the bood!le rumors. One clew followed an 
other until finally the prosecutr became?’ 
convinced that a grand jury inquisition was 
necessary to get at the bottom of the scan- 
dal, 

The Arkansas Legislature was kind to it- 
self this year. The law provides the Leg- 
isiature shall remain in session only 6 
days, but that an extension may be se- 
cured on the approval of two-thirds of 
the menibers.

The four men now under indictment are 
opponents of Gov. Jeff Davis. They do not 
hesitate to say that Davis is behind Rhotog 
and no enemies of the Governor will 
escapo punishment, ‘while, on the other 
hand, the Davis lteutenants and henchmes 
are bound to go scot free. But this doesn’t

Simply Doing His Duty. 

““My duty will be performed as see it, 
without regard to other considerations. 
And, “before this inquiry is ended, the 
guilty will have learned that there is not 
much politics in it 

“We have kept the facts of our investi- 
gation quiet for the reason that we do 
not wish to prejudice the public against 
any defendant. 

“I propose to see to it that every man, 
no matter of what crime he may stand 
accused, gets a fair and impartial trial.”’ 

“Is it your impression,’’ Mr. Rhoton was 
asked, “that the Legislature of Arkansas 
has been unusually corrupt?’ 

“I belleve the people of Arkansas will be 
greatly amazed when all the facts are 
laid before them. We are proceeding cau- 
tiously, so as to probe thoroughly every 
measure in the defeat or promotion of 
which it is suspected money or other re- 
wards or gratuities. figured. 

“The grand jury probably will take a re- 
cess of 20 days Wednesday or Thursday. 
A partial report will then be made. Of 
course, I cannot say now what that report 
will contain. But I am sure it will be a 
document of more than ordinary public in- 
terest. 

“While tHere are some startling aspects 
to the corruption which we have reason to 
believe has existed in the Arkansas Legis- 
lature, still, it does not appear to have 
applied to a large number. Or to put it 
differently, the majority of the legisla- 
tors, I am oonfident, were honest.” 


The “Pure Food” Bill Scandal. 

An important bit of legiaiatien into which 
the boodle microbe appears to have found 
its way was that of the so-called pure 
food bill. “This bill, Uke its old Missouri 
companion, which got several senators and 
Lieut.-Gov. John A. Lee into trouble, *Pro- 
hibited the use of alum in the manufacture 
of baking powder. It passed the House of 
Representatives by a safe majority, but 
was killed in the Senate. 

Representatives of the alum baking pow- 
der interests are said to have been very 
active here during the legislative session. 
It was after one of them appeared before 
a Senate committee that the bill was put 
to sleep. 

It is the theory of the prosecution that 
certain advocates and opponents of this 
measure spent an unnecessary amount of 
time among the lawmakers. 

But an amusing thing grew out of the 
alum situation. 


St. Louis Sleuth on Trail. 

It appears the alum manufacturers em- 
ployed C. A. Truett to look after their in- 
terests. Truett is a St. Louls sleuth. One 
of the first men he encountered, he says, 
after the pure food bill left the House was 
Senator A. T. Gross. 

According to the bribery indictment pend- 
ing against him, Senator Gross made an 
appointment for a conference with him at 
Garibaldi’s saloon, writing the hour and 
place on a slip of paper. Garibaldi’s is a 
favorite resort of the politicians.

Soliciting a bribe as 
well as the plain charge of bribery itself 
ils a felony under the Arkansas statutes, 
ind both are punishable, on conviction, by 
4 penitentiary sentence, ranging from two 
to ten years. 


Grand Jury’s First Victim. 

The first man caught by the grand jury 
was EB. B. Andrews of Sharp County, 
He is accused of accepting $100 for his 
vote on the Killough Levee Dill, one-half 
of which he is alleged to have offered Rep- 
resentative R. E. Simpson of Hemstead 
County. 

Representative George F. Chapline of 
Monroe County and Senator A. W. Rison 
of Perryville are both charged in indict- 
ments for bribery with having offered Rep- 
resentative James T. Wilson of Perry 
County $12 or a total of $250 if he voted 
affirmatively on the Killough Dill, 

The Killough bill, which Senator 0. N. 
Killough of Cross County fathered, provid- 
ed for the reorganization of the St. Fran- 
cis Levee Board, which has jurisdiction 
over the Arkansas levees from the Missouri 
Hine to Helena. Ark. It is composed of 21 
commissioners. Under the existing law the 
commissioners are appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Killough had been president of the board, 
but, owing to differences between them, 
Gov. Davis, when his term expired last 
January, refused to reappoint him. Kil- 
lough, in retaliation, presented a bill nam; 
ing the Levee Board Commissioners whom 
the Governor should be required to ap- 
point. 


The Killough Bill Bribes. 
Killough managed to slip the bill through 
the Senate, but it was laid on the table 
before it got to its second reading in the 
House. In the effort to take the bill from 


the table for reconsideration bribe money is Th 


alleged to have been used. 

But what has been uncovered is merely 
incidental to the “pay dirt’ for which the 
prosecutor is digging.

HARVEST HANDS 


No Idle Laborers Now in Sun- 
flower State and Scarcity Will 
Be Serious When Crops Are 
Ready to Be Harvested. 


GOOD WAGES PROMISED 
TO THOSE SEEKING WORK 


Large Amount of Railroad Im- 
provements in the West Calls 
for the Services of All the 
Workers That Can Be Secured. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., May %.—‘‘Kansag labor 
was never better employed than it is to- 
day,” said T. B. Gerow, Director of the 
State Free Employment Department. “The 
problem is not for the unemployed to find 
work, but for employers to find people to 
do the work. In a short time !f conditions 
coftinue, Kansas will need 40,000 men to 
harvest the wheat crop. Where they will 
come from I can't say. But they must 
come from some other section, because 
Kansas hasn’t any surplus labor on hand. 
If Kansas laborers go into the harvest 
to throw up jobs 


somewhere else.” 

The railroads are ‘amploying a great deal 
of extra labor this year. The Union Pacific 
is working from 2000 to 3000 men on its 
double track from Kansas City to Topeka 
and in its “‘cut-off’’ from Topeka to Frank- 
fort. The Santa Fe is reducing curves and 
balasting its track in several places. The 
Rock Island is getting ready to build a 
“coal road’ from Anthony to Trinidad, 
Colo. Many men are already at work on 
the preliminaries and graders are expected 
to begin operations within the next 60 days. 

The Katy is working many men fixing up 
{ts Junction City branch and in @ ghost 
time will begin to build a line from Paola 
to Kansas City. This will take a couple of 
theusand men for six months. The Katy 
also proposes to build a line to the Gulf 
through Arkansas, giving Kansas City an- 


other direct seaboard road. Thi 
a couple of years’ work and thousands of 
men will find employment. 

Within the next 60 days the Santa a 
will begin the construction of its cut : : 
to California. This will be the eee 
piece of railroad work done in America, 
and will require 5000 men at least a toned 
to do it. The Burlington is also figuring 
on extending its Concordia line down 


through Central Kansaé 
Pipe Lines Need Men. 


Kansas Natural Gas Co. is giving 
employment to more than a thousand men 
in the construction of its mine lines to Kan- 
sas City and a ume Independent oil re- 
Aneries are gobbling up all the surplus la- 
bor in the Southeast. Various towns in 
the State are doing much public work, 
guch as street paving, sewer construction 
and the like, finding employment for all 
labor in their respective sections. Aside 
from this there is an unusual rush of 
building going on everywhere and business 
of all kinds is flourishing. If a laborer is 
out of a job, it is because he is lazy, and 
not because he can't find anvthing to do. 

The railroads are afraid that they will 
have trouble holding their laborers when 
the harvest opens. Farmers offer such 
big wages during the harvest that rail- 
roads cannot compete. Last year railroad 
work was practically suspended during the 
harvest season, and it will probably be 
against this year unless Director Gerow 
finds 40,000 men in some other section of 
the country to come to Kansas to help 
out in the harvest. 


WORK BY MOONLIGHT 
TO PLANT RICE CROP 


Texas Workers So Far Behind 
That Output Will Be Greatiy 
Decreased.

BEAUMONT, Tex., May 27.—De Laneey 


vans, special agent of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, has just returned from a careful trip 
of inspection over the rice country to the 


west of Houston. 
Mr. Evans states that the crop is greatly 


behind this year-more so than he has ever 
known it to be. Jefferson County, which 


is the ‘leading rice county of the State, has 
not up to the present time more than 60 


to 60 per cent of. the acreage pianted, 
while other counties of Texas are behind 
fully 40 per cent in planting the intended 
ucreage. 

The weather has been such as to render 
it practically tmpossible to do anything in 
the way of getting in the crop. Yoo 

Speaking of the soaring tendency and 
the strong advance the rice market has 
shown of late Mr. Evans thinks that it 
is due to a realization on the part of the 
country of the true situation of the rice 
industry at this time. There can be no 
rice for five months, or until about Octo- 
ber 1 to speak of, and stocks on hand 
are ingufficient to meet average require- 
ments, even though the demand will be 
less by reason of the summer months 
coming on. 

Because of the conditions referred to 
above the acreage this season will be in- 
evitably reduced very materially, but just 
how large the decrease will be it would 
be the rankest epeculation to attempt to 
forecast, because the planting, backward 
though it is, is being pushed with the 
greatest energy and every day the situa- 
tion is altered. 

So great is the rush to get in the new 
crop that Mr. Evans says that in some 
of the remoté sections of the Texag rice 
belt plowing !s not yet finished and in 
some localities plowing is being done by 
moonlight.

Thomas Akin and Corwin H. Spencer 
were the plaintiffs in’ the case and the 
Chief Grain Inspector of Missouri! and the 
Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louls were 
also defendants. 

Akin and Spencer declared on the wit- 
ness stand, during the trial which occu- 
pled a week in court, that the grading of 
the red Russian with the Missouri No. 2 
winter wheat was doing irreparable injury 
to the markets of this city. 

Spencer asserted that he did not care to 
trade further In grain for the reason that 
this market had been discredited. 

The defense contended that the red Rus- 
sian is of the same quality as No. 3 red 
winter wheat and that the market had not 
suffered in the least by its being sc 
graded. 

Many prominent attorneys. were engaged 
in the suit. Attorney-General Hadley rep- 
resented the Missouri Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners. Judge 
Douglas had had the case under consider- 
ation for the past eight days.

COUP PLAN NOT TESTED 


Judge Burroughs’ Recognition of 
Russian Wheat Spoils Spec- 
tacular End of Deal. 


How much old wheat wil] be left in July, 
or rather how little, how much the millers 
will be willing or compelled to pay for it, 
and what possibility there will be of a 
movement of new wheat in that month to 
relieve the wants of July shorts as well 
as the millers, are the interesting prob- 
lems in the wheat market. Almost as in- 
teresting to the spectator, however, is the 
squeeze of the shorts in the Chicago May 
corn deal. May corn went to 6 cents there 
Thursday and cash corn went to 64% cents 
Wednesday. 

The longs held contracts for 2,500,000 or 
more bushels and there was nothing like 
that amougt of contract in store there and 
bt cannot be secured. Consequently, some- 
one had to pay or must pay cash difference 
and the bull leaders have announced that 
6 cents looks good to them. The shorts 
hate to pay, however, and talked of going 
into the courts. Settlements the last of 
the week, however, made it look like the 


losers would “tbe good.” 

In St. Louls May corn has reached 62 
cents, with No. 2 mixed corn on cash ta- 
bles at 62% cents and No. 2 yellow at 64 
cents. There is only 1000 bushels of con- 
truct corn in store, and it is believed the 
May deal in that cereal has been traded 
out.

The decision of Judge Burroughs of the 
Fast Side Circuit Court to accept red Rus- 
sian wheat brought here from Oregon and 
mixed with local wheat as regular contract 
No. 2 red wheat spoiled a chance for a 
spectacular finish of the May deal. About 
half a million bushels of this mixed wheat 
was on the East Side awaiting delivery. 
Of this. 378,00 bushels was in the Mo- 
Reynolds elevator, recently made a deliv- 
The rest was in private ele 
vators, awaiting the decision before it was 
removed. 

Accordin to the reports that reached 
those keeping in touch with the red Rus- 
sian situation, the backers of the wheat 
had come to believe there was more likeli- 
hood of the St. Louis court recognizing 
their wheat as regular than on the East 
Side. In preparation of the contingency 
of the wheat being regular on the 8t. Louis 
side and irregular on the Kast Side, plans 
had been made to rush the grain across 
the river. 

To move it meant 500 car loads. To load 
those cars, switch them across and unload 
them in the St. Louis elevators in four or 
five days meant smarter work for the 
Terminal than has been indicated by past 
porieree ee. It was expected that Judge 
Jouglas would give his decision Friday and 
had not Judge Burroughs given a favorable 
decision first the order for loosing the forces 
to execute the coup would have been given 
over a Courthouse telephone and the work 
would have been on before the Judge com- 
pleted reading his decision. 

But, after the East Side decision, al! 
that was necessary was the moving of less 
than 209.000 bu of wheat from one Bast 
Side elevator fo another, and the plang for 
the coup will remain untried for the pre 
sent. 

When the decision was announced tn the 
wheat pit Thursday, not a trader batted 
an eye. One broker for a firm connected 
with the deal attempted to start some- 
thing by bidding 98 cents for May in set- 
tlement, but the option was selling at $1.01 
and none heeded him. The little attention 
given to this bid and the lack of a flurry 
after the decision, all goes to show how 
close the May option is held by those di- 
rectly interested in the Russian wheat. 

The genera] belief is that the matter Is 
not vet settled and the foreign wheat may 
yet be refused settlement day. 

According to a number of serious-minded 
and well-meaning grain men, the recogni- 
tion means more of a disaster to St. Louts 
as a grain market than it does to the 
longs, who will reecive the wheat. They 
argue that the wheat is not equal to native 
wheat and its acceptance as “contract’’ 
will mean lowering of the estimate of local 
grade wheat abroad. 

Others, just as well meaning, say that 
the taint on the wheat is merely preju.- 
dice and once millers use it the confidence 
and price in the grade will be restored. 

“This ‘mere prejudice’ is costing 
cents a bushel,” says Mr. Akin, “a 
would like to know how to cure it.”

WASHINGLON, sM.iy -i.—"'An erroneous 
impression prevails regarding the reasons 
for running President's specials,’ says a 
well-known general passenger official. ‘‘The 
popular idea is that railroads desire to ca- 
ter to the Federal administration by operat- 
ing the President’s trains as ‘specials,’ 
while as a matter of fact the real reason 
is a business one.”

of a regularly scheduled train would handi- 
cap the general operation of the road and 
work a hardship on the traveling pudlic;

Elkhart, Til., 24 years ago! stands 6 feet 
2 inches and weighs 195 pounds. He wsa 
the catcher of- the University of Ilnols 
for four years and his work attracted such 
attention that he was signed by the Bos- 
ton American League Club in 13. 

With that club he failed to bat up to 
exvectations and was transferred to the! 
Washington club, which tried him at first 
base, where he at once made good. He 
played the position like a star throughout 
1905, batting .97 and fielding .978. In all 
ways he proved himself so competent that 


when the season ended he was appointed | Vv 


manager-captain of the Washington team 
for 190. 

There is no record of a similar rapid rise 
to highest honors-in major league com- 
pany by a former college player. 

Garland Stahl in street clothes looks very 
much like a man who could take care of 
himself. His shoulders are broad; his eye, 
changing in coler from a clear gray to: 
nearly a blue, is bright and keen. 

The profile of his face is unusual. A line

Jimmy Ryan, Veteran Player, 
Says Chances for Success on 
Diamond Are Small. 


‘‘Raseball as a business is one into which 
l° would never advise a young man to go 
three, 
or perhaps five years from hig life career 
and use them in completing his worldly 
education,”” says James. E. Ryan, former 
centerfielder of the Washington Club. 

“The big salaries that are paid the ball 
players of the National and American 
Leagues are alluring to thousands of young 
men, skilled players at school, or on the 
prairies, but I say to them, play the game 
for sport if you must, but never enter it 
as a profession. 

“The average professional baseball play- 
er’s career as an earning player, com- 
manding a big salary, is less than three 
years. He starts perhaps on the prairies 


and developes talent. He then joins a 
semi-professional team and commands per- 


haps $ a game, or $10 if he is a pitcher 
of merit. He goes then into a minor league, 
drawing perhaps $125 a month for five 
months. In two years he-may become a 
Star in his league and get into the National 
or American. His salary at thd start will 
not be over $1500 a year—tin spite of the 
figures given ent by magnates.

“It also helps one to think quickly. When 
you are ‘dribbling’ the ball down the 
room and every. one on your side is shout- 
ing out instructions, and you have to keep 
One ey6é on the ball and the other on your 
Opponents, you are simply compelled to 
think quickly if you wish to make the 
pass’ or the try for goal which you are 
after. 

“If you are captain ofa team and have 
to give the signals, it not only trains you 
wil ate quickly, le you will find that it 
j ve you a@ readiness in’ spe 
rebelde, i ess in’ speaking on 
meetings and oratorical debates, and I find 
that the habit of trying to collect your 
thoughts in a basket bali game and to give 
them instant expression, has helped -me 
considerably in extemporancous speaking. 

But, besides all these advantages which 
result from careful playing at basket hall 
the game is a great sport in itself. The 
excitement of heing in a tight match when 
the audience is 5 outing and everything 
seems to be in confusion, has a charm 
about it which is most fascinating. After 
2 long day in the classroom, with your 
mind and body worn out by steady applica- 
tion to books, I know of no better way to 
refresh one self than by an hour or two 
spent in a brisk game of basket-ball. 

It seems to me that if all the girls who 
attend school would take up  basket-ball 
and forget all about books and studies for 
an hour or two of an afternoon thev would 
be much healthier and able to do a great 
deal more work. Of course I know that 
basket ball is but one of a great many good 
sports, and the only reason why I would 
advise this game more than others is be- 
cause of the ease with which one can get 
into a game and of the amount of ‘exercise 
that even a half hour at the game wil] 
give.

It did not seém a very strong game that 
these Country Club men ‘were Playing, but 
soon the spectators realized that, although 
they did little smashing, they could return 
almost any ball, no matter where it was 
put, while their opponents, although con- 
tinwally making brilliant strokes, were most 
inaccurate in returning and frequently 
missed some of the easiest shots because 
of their inaccuracy. 


Different Styles of Play. 

Every year that the Country ub men 
and Triple A men have come together in 
tournaments this difference in style has 
been commented upon and there ‘has been 
much discussion as to the better of the two 
methods for, though every St. Louis ten- 
nis player will agree that the Country 
Club men are superior to the Triple A 
representatives, this ts accounted .for by 
the fact that the Country Club players 
have been playing the game. much longer 
than the players at the Triple A. So when 
the clubs come together next Saturday 
without any players from other clubs in 
the matches, tennis enthusiasts will have 
a better chance than ever to observe the 
different games and to form conclusions as 
‘to which is the better way of playing. 

Another difference between the game of 
the Country Club players and those of the 
Triple A is the manner in which the court 
is covered during a doubles game. The 
Triple A -players, generally are stricter 
about having each man stick to his side of 
the court and not to invade the territory of 
his partner. On the other hand, the Coun- 
try Club men, especially Wear and Mc- 
Kittrick, run all over the court, no matter 
where the ball goes and though it seems 
obviously to belong to one of them, the 
other generally runs over the ball and 
stands close to his partner while the stroke 
is made. 

It would seem that this method would 
tire the players and at the same bor 
would be useless, but the Country ub 
men seem to get more into the rit of the 
game by running around in this -fashion 


and getting into the spirit ofethe game is 
one of the essentials of a good player.

Urgent Necessity Evident. 
When it is considered that Russia has 
lost or has had rendered inactive in the 
Far East during the present war more ef- 
fective warships than the United States 
had in its fleet 10 years ago, the urgent 
necessity for an enormous naval program 
becomes evident. If defeat overtakes the 
three squadrons since dispatched to the 
Pacific, known collectively as the Baltic 
fleet, a new navy will be essential to Rus- 
sia's national existence. 

Although details of Russitu’s naval 
program have not as yet been made public, 
if indeed they have been decided upon, it is 
known that it provides for shipbuilding for 
10 years. Navies cannot be bought ready- 
made. nor can they be bullt in less than a 
comparatively long period, and even the de- 
cade in which this program is to be com- 
pleted is relatively short, if not unprece- 
dented, for the construction of the large 
number of ships to be built. No country, 
perhaps, has facilities for doing so much 
warship building within 10 years. So far as

Pottawatomie County produces more po- 
tatoes annually than any other ene county 
in the United States. -This statement is 
backed by Ewers White, president of the 
local Association of Potato Growers and 
president of the Territortal Board of Agri- 
culture, who gives figures to support his 
Statement. Up to July 5, last year, 8% 
cars were shipped from Pottawatomie 
County alone of the first crop, 4#@ bushels 
to the car. making a total of not less than 
350,000 bushels.

Citizens of Ironton fear that William and 
‘Arthur Spaugh,. slayers of Sheriff Polk, 
who have successfully avoided the posse 
and the poase’s bloodhounds, may return. 
to the town and claim other victims of 
their temzer. 

The county Jail is surrounded by guards 
to prevent the rescue of Mrs. Mary 
Spaugh, mother of the fugitives, from her 
imprisonment. 

The mother, arrested ghis morning, was 
charged. with murder in the first degree 
by Prosecuting Attorney Dameron this 
evening. While it is not thought ‘that she 
will be shown to have killed the sheriff, 
many believe that she had an active part 
as an accomplice. 

Alarm is felt among many because of 
further’ evidence given by Will Brown, the 
i8-year-old boy of Pilot Knob, who has 
been the principal witness thus far, He de- 
clared that the Spaugh boys had sworn to 
kill other county officers. 

The midnight train for Charleston, Mo,, 
carried back the bloodhounds that had 
been used all day without result. There 
ie a great deal of sentiment In ‘favor of 
abandoning the chase: among the rocky 
hills, because of the hardships and the un- 
certainty of obtaining, any results, 


Dogs Followed False Scent. 

The posse, following the hounds from a 
trail picked up at the entrance to an aban- 
doned tiirinel on the north side of -Pilot 
Knob Mountain, spent a Weary morning. 
The sound of a pistol shot caused them to 
return to. the entrance of the tunnel again 
and there a new trail was picked up. This 
did not lead far from the tunnel, ‘and four 
men were left on guard there until a 
miner, familiar with the mine, could be 
obtained from Pilot Knob to explore the 
tunnel. 

In the town of Plot Knob, however, they 
learned that two men from there had shot 
at a ground hog near the tunnel entrance, 
It was their shot and their tracks that 
misled the posse and bloodhounds. 

Sevoral citizens went to the farm of 
David Walker, ten miles from Ironton, 
Saturday afternoon. Walker’s daughter is 
said to be the sweetheart of- Arthur 
Spaugh, and both boys had worked part 
of Walker's farm, living In a cabin on 
the place. 

Walker is Arthur's bondsman in the as- 
sault case now pending in the Supreme 
Court. The forfeiture of the bond will 
break the man up: The visit to his farm 
was productive of no result. In the party 
were: Dr. E. L. Barnhouse, Probate Judge;

RUSSIA WITHOUT NEWS 
OF THE BIG CONFLICT 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 2, 12:30 a. m.—

Tokio for news concerning the movements 
of the warships in the Korean strait, an 
up to’ midnight were in receipt of no tele- 
grams from the Russian fleet.

Everywhere the report current that Ro- 
jestvensky had defeated Togo was accepted 
as true, and in the streets the Russian 
Admiral’s name was on every lip. In the 
cafes and gardens he was toasted as the 
hero of the hour. 
The authorities, however, while elated 
over the news, indulged in no unwarranted 
rejoicing, but instead awaited almost 
breathless for further news. 
At Tsarko-Seloe, where it is realized that 
the whole fortune of the war and possibly 
the fate of the dynasty was staked upon 
the issue the greatest anxiety prevailed. 
fmperor Nicholas received the news with 
satisfaction, but without elatfon, as an in- 
dieation that Rojestvensky had ovitwitted 
his adversary and had cleared the difficult 
entrance to the Japanese Sea. 
Throughout the BHmperor ras displayed 
the greatest contidence’ in Rojestvensky’s 
ability to turn the trick, but with the arriv- 
al of the decisive moment he showed nerv- 
ousness and repeatedly had officials of 
court inquire of the admiralty and the for- 
eign office for dispatches, but neither min- 
istry could relieve the Imperial suspense.

Sunday Closing Law Is Not. Weak- 
ened, Say Lawyers, by Ruling 
Curtailing Excise Commission- 
er’s Power in Revoking Licenses 


THEY EXPECT EARLY 
ACTION BY SUPREME COURT 


In Seebold Case Judge Moore 
Holds Loss of License for Keep- 
ing Open Sunday Valid Only 
After Conviction by Jury, 


While the decision rendered yesterday 
by Judge Hiram Moore of the Court of 
Criminal Correction in the case of Sa- 
loonkeeper John .Seebold of 2064 Cass 
avenue denics the authority of Excise 
Commissioner .Mulvihill to revoke the 
license of 2 dramshop-keeper for viola- 
tion of the Sunday closing law until he 
shall first have been convicted of this 
offense, the validity of the general Sun- 
day law ig not questioned and hence the 
lid will probably be down as tight as 
ever on St. Louis saloons today. 


Neither the brewers nor their attorneys 
will discuss the possible effect of Judge 
Moore's ruling. 

Attorneys Benjamin Schnurmacher and 
Edward C. Crow, who are associated as 
counsel for the brewery interests, say that 
insofar as they are aware their clients 
will continue to advise the saloonkeepers 
to obey the Sunday closing law. 

“Our contention was simiply this,”’ said 
Mr. Schnurmacher. ‘“‘The Excise Commis- 
sioner has no more power than the courts 
in the various counties of the State to re- 
voke a saloonkeeper’s license. The genera] 
law covering the subject provides that the 
County Court may annul the license of a 
dramshop keeper if he is found to be con- 
ducting a disorderly place. 

“On the question of revoking his license 
for failure to observe the Sunday law the 
County Court cannot act unless the de- 
fendant has been proven guilty of such a 
violation of the law.”’ 


Final Decision Months Hence. 

“Do you believe Judge Moore's ruling 
will prevail until the question is finally de- 
cided by the Supreme Court?’’ 

“IT think so. At least. it ought to. It may 
be several months before the Supreme 
Court can pass on the case.”’ 

The proceedings of the Excise Commis- 
sioner against Seebold were commenced 
April 18, on which day the saloon keeper 
is alleged to have kept his place open in 
violation of the Sunday law. 

Later Commissioner Mulvihill revoked his 
license. but notwithstanding the Commis- 
sioner’s action Seebold continued to con- 
duct his saloon, whereupon he was arrested 
on the charge of maintaining his dram- 
shop without a license. 

An information, charging this offense, 
‘was issued against Seebold and the attor- 
neys for the State, and defense submitted 
the case on an agreed statement of facts. 

Subsequently, an indictment was returned 
by the grand jury against Seebold, in order 
to make it possible for the State to appeal, 
in the event of an adverse decision, to the 
Supreme Court. No appeal would lie if 
Seebold were convicted on the warrant. 

But the appeal of the State from Judge 
Moore's ruling is made possible by reason 
of the fact that Judge Moore sustained the 
motion of the defense to quash ,on_ the 
ground that Seebold's license was illegally 
necorded. 


Will Go on Revoking. 


“The Supreme Court will pass directly on 
Judge Moore's decision because of the con- 
stitutional point involved with respect to 
the commissioner's powers to revoke a 
saloon license,”’ said Attorney Crow in dis- 


cussing the matter yesterday. 

“It is likely we will be able to have the 
ease reviewed by the Supreme Court with- 
out much delay.’ 

After Judge Moore announced his decision 
Excise Commissioner Mulvihill said that it 
would not affect his course of procedure in 
the least. 

The gist of Judge Moore's decision on 
the sub‘ect is as follows: 

“A local or special law can be passed 
by the Legislature. but this cannot be 
done if the same object can be attained 
by a general law; and as to whether 
this can be done is always a judicial 
question in investigating which, legisla- 
In other 
words, and stating the case more briefly, 
the power to enact a local or special law 
is altogether exceptional and conditional. 
If the condition exists, to-wit, the ability 
to make a general law applicable, then 
the power exists to enact a local or spe- 
cial law. The condition is the basis of 
power: absent the condition, absent the 


power.” 


“That a general law could be passed, 
applicable to the City of St. Louis and the 
State at large. is conclusively proven by 
the fact that at the time the Excise Con- 
missioner’s act was passed, there was then 
upon the statute book and had been for 
many, many years, the dramshop law, un- 
der which dramshops in 8t. Louis, as else- 
where, had been governed and regulated 


No Need of Special Law. 


“What then could have been the excep- 
tional condition existing in the city of St. 
Louis in 1893, to justify a special or loca! 
enactment? For the court will take ju- 
dicial notice that the city of St. Louts 
was then and is now, the only city on the 
state having a population of 200,000 - inhabi- 
tants.

HERO SAVED WOMAN

The act of heroism performed by Samuel 
E. Allender of 5057 Morgan street, in rescu- 
ing Mrs. J. H. Drakeford of Tuskegee, Ala.. 
from a sleeping car that had fallen from a 
bridge and was almost submerged in the 
waters of Duck River, near Columbia, 
Tenn., has hitherto been unto!d. 

Even now Mr. Allender would probably 
not have spoken of what he had done had 
not a person who witnessed the wreck and 
daring rescue written the details to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Allender, who is chief special agent 
for the Frisco system, was a passenger 
on train No. 1 on the lL. & N. Railroad 
that left St. Louis for Birmingham last 
Monday evening. Another passenger on 
the train was Mrs. J. H. Drakeford, wife 
of a banker at Tuskegee, Ala., who had 
been In Fast St. Louis visiting the family 
of her father, C. M. Forman. 

Duck River was swollen out of its banks, 
and when the train passed over the bridge 
that spans it four miles south of Columbia, 
Tenn., the trestle gave way and the two 
rear sleepers were derailed and wrecked. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
Mr. Allender described the occurrence as 
follows: 

“Now that it is all over it seems more 
like a dream that a real occurrence. The 
wreck occurred at 5:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. I was sound asleep in my berth, and 
the first thing I knew was that I was in’ the 
water. Even then it seemed like a dream. 
My first thought was that as soon as I! 
could get my eyes open I would find that 
I was in a dream, and the dreadful vision 
would pass. 

“But when I did finally awaken I realized 
the seriousness of our position. I was one 


.of seven passengers in the sleeper next to) 


the rear of the train. I afterwards learned 
that the front part of the train had passed 


‘Over the bridge in safety and one of the 


three sleepers had also reached the iand. 
The sleeper that I was in toppled over and 
had slid down the embankment into the 
river and had almost entirely overturned. 
The last sleeper had broken in two and 
hung, ends down, over the ironwork of the 
bridge. 


Water Almost Filled Car. 


“The water almost filled the car that I 
was in, and I had scrambled from: my 
berth not knowing what had happened. A 
glance around told me.

“There was one sleeper that was un- 
injured and from the passengers in that 
car we, who had lost everything,.were 
soon fitted up.

Mrs. Drakeford was soon warmly dressed 
and was made as comfortable as the cir- 
cumstances would permit, but she was 
nervous from the shock. 

“‘“A Mr. Meglimmer, the depot master at 
the Birmingham Union Station, gave me a 
suit of underclothing. Another gentleman 
had an extra pair of trousers which I ac- 
cepted.

NEW POLICE FORCE 
FOR NEW ORLEANS 


As Result of Scandal, Now at, 
Crisis, Complete Reorganiza- 
tion"Is Program. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 27.—The police 
scandal that has reached a crisis with the 
suspension of Inspector John Journee fol- 
lowing his refusal to resign on Mayor 
Rehrman’s demand is likely to result in a 
compiete reorganization of the force. 

A police captain and a corporal of police 
have been indicted by the grand jury for 
corrupt actions; a police commissioner has 
resigned because of the conditions in the 
departmert, and the suspension of Superin- 
tendent Journee as the latest development 
places the department in a condition of 
demoralization. 

Those best posted say that under 
Journee administration organized gangs of 
thieves have been brought here, practically 
to operate under the direction of the po- 
lice, being unmolested so long as the spoils 


were divided with the police. 

The grand jury. in its report, recommend 
the absolute reorganization of the force, 
and it ig probable that within the next 
few days the entire force will be dis- 
charged and a new one appointed. 

Pending the suspension. and trial of Jour- 
nee, Mayor Behrman has appointed Capt. 
John P. Boyle in charge of the police 
force. 

Inspector Journee, when asked if he had 
anything to say in regard to the charges 
answered that he couldn't talk for publi- 
cation at this time. He admitted that the 
charges against him were for incompetency, 
but he had not consulted any of his friends 
or counsel in the matter, and therefore 
would say nothing at present. 

There is no douwt but that, should the 
Board of Police Commissioners find him 
guilty and dismiss him from the force, or 
inflict any punishment upon him, he will 
appeal to the courts.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Strong pressure 
is being brought to bear on President 
Roosevelt by railroad Senators to induce 
him to refrain from calling an extra ses- 
sion of Congress to enact railroad legisla- 
tion. 

Senator Elkins, chairman of the Commit- 
tec on Interstate Commerce, called at the 
White House today and had a conference 
with the President. He assured Mr. Roose- 
velt that his commiriee would report a bill 
giving more power to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, but declared that it 
wowd be useless to call an extra session 
as early as October. 

He urged the President to postpone the 
session until after the November elections, 
Calling attention to the fact that there are 
to b* several State elections in the fall, in 
which the Republican party is vitally in- 
terested; and that it would not help the 
party to call the members to Washington 
at a time when their services are needed 
in the campaign. 


President Roosevelt did not make any 
promise: Notwithstanding Senator. Elk- 
ins’ assurance it is known that h@ jis 
Strongly opposed to any legislation to 
Strengthen the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and those who favor rail- 
road rate legislation see in his effort 
to postpone the extra session a scheme 
to defeat all rate legislation. 

President Roosevelt is aware that his 
faflure to issue the call will greatly di- 
ininish the prospects of rate legislation 
if it does not kill it outright, as there 
wll be other important questions which 
con be used at the regular session to 
sidetrack the subject.

A Chorus of Six Thousand Ohil- | 
dren Sang Patriotic Songs of 


Nations at Association’s Most 
Successful Picnic, 


Fifty thousand St. Louis public school 
children and their parents and friends at- 
tended the fourth annua! Teachers’ Benev- 
olent Annuity Association Picnic, given at 
the old Fair Grounds yesterday. 

From start to finish it was the most 
successful picnic ever given by this asso- 
ciation. 

No definite hour was set for the begin- 
ning of the picnic, but as early as 8 o'clock 
the pupils eagerly began to assemble at 
their various schools, hardly being able to 
wait for the time to start for the grounds 

A number of older Pupils were go anx- 
fous that they did not assemble at the 
Schools with the other children, but went 
directly to the grounds. 

The cars were all crowded since early 
morning and everyone seemed to be going 
to the same place. The weather was 
threatening and rain was feared, but it 
never came and the day turned out well: 
nigh perfeot. 

It-was’a merry crowéd.of youngsters from 
all classes and stations. 

As soon as the children atrived at the 
grounds they assembled at their various 
booths, éach school having a separate 
booth draped with the school colors, and 
the ones that were to take part in the sing- 
ing marched tO the grandstand and took 
the places assigned them by the teachers.

Ohio Ex-Financiers, Who Dwell in 
Marble Halls at State’s Ex- 
pensé, Do Not Mingle With the 
Ordinary Prisoners. 


COLONY IS “HOODOOED” 
BY THIRTEEN MEMBERS 


-Men Careless With Other People’s 


Money Have Easy Jobs and 
Sleep in Cells With Comforta- 
ble Beds and Costly Draperies, 


COLUMBUS, O., May 27.—Bankers’ Row 
in the Ohio penitentfary is hoodooed. Un- 
til recently there were 13 convicted bankers 
in the row. Then Harry Scott of Newark 
was turned loose. But, as Banker Barber 
of Cambridge is already under sentence 
and is likely to be formally welcomed into 
the pen most any of these nice spring days, 
the hoodoo will still hold good. 

Bankers Row is one of the chief points of 
interest sought out by the hundreds of 
visitors who put up 25 cents each to take 
a stroll through the big prison. It was 
Harper, who broke the 
Fidelity Bank of Cincinnati, back in the 
early 90s, in an attempt to corner wheat. 

There had been bankers in the Ohio pen 
before Harper, but he was the first to es- 
tablish luxurious quarters. His friends fur- 
nished his cell with articles as costly as 
those to which he had been accustomed 
at his home, such as springs and a hair 
mattress for his bed, fancy coverlids, a 
carpet of fine texture, fine fabrics of por- 
tieres, costly pictures for the cell walls, 
a little mantelpiece adorned with a clock 
of accurate thme, and other ornaments. 

Other convicted bankers followed Har- 
per’s example, and the row became a 
series of miniature drawing rooms. 

Bankers’ row comiprises the large, 
roomy cells at the northeast corner of 
the comparatively modern west cell 
block. All of the cells are on the first 
tier, receiving the best light, best ven- 
tilation, and are the most cheerfully lo- 
cated of all the cells in the prison. 

From the days of Harper that corner 
has been the abode of the wrisoners who 
come from the higher walks of life, and 
while today the furnishing of the cells 
are not quite so elaborate as those of 
Harper and his associates, they have ever 
ghown marks of distinction. 


Not Always Bankers. 

For a number of years bankers’ row 
was not tenanted by bankers, for there 
was none in the prison, the row “being 
occupied during thia time by men. not 
bankers, yet approaching their positions 
before they went wrong. But today the 
row takes on much of the appearance 
wor during that other epidemic of high 
class thievery when Harper was presi- 
dent of the colony. 

Aside from having better quarters, these 
criminals of caste enjoy many other 
little advantages over the common prison- 
Chief of these is by the way of 
meeting the sentence of so many years 
in the penitentiary ‘‘at hard labor’ pro- 
nounced by the court. 

With these ‘“‘snaps,”” as a rule, go much 
freedom as to speech and movement 
about the prison, and in some cases have 
por eed even heen strolls outside the great 


ars.

BALTIMORE, May 27.—Social, political 
and financia! circles have been thrown into 
a ferment of excitement by’ the mysterious 
disappearance of Robert C. Davidson, for- 
mer Mayor of Baltimore and until recently 
president of the Baltimore Trust and Guar- 
antee Co., one of the largest and richest 
financial institutions in this city. Inter- 
est in his disappearance is accentuated by 
the fact that Miss Laura B. Noyes, a 
pretty trained nurse in the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, also is missing, 2nd those who 
have known of’ their friendship, which be- 
gan «t the Nantucket a year ago, incline 
to the belief that they have gone away 
together. 

A pathetic feature of the romance is that 
Davidson left his wife here and gave to her 
no intimation he intended to desert her.

Before go- 
ing away Davidson converted ajl his assets 
into ready money, and, it is believed, car- 
ried it all away with him.

For settling the 
large estate Davidson received $25,000, upon 
which he founded his personai fortune and 
obtained financial and political prominence. 
He soon became prominent with the voters, 
the result being his nomination for and 
election as Mayor. 

Not until he had retired from office and 
decided to enter the financial field, how- 
ever, did he develop that shrewdness in 
husiness affairs which made him one of the 
richest and most prominent bankers in the 
city. The Baltimore Trust and Guarantee 
Co, waa the opportunity for which he had 
been watting, and after he had been elected 
president,he devoted his utmost efforts to 
make it a power in the financial world. At 
the same time he invested his private funds 
so advantageously that in a few years he 
was regardea as one of the rich men in 
the city. Until he met Miss Noyes and 
became enamored of her there had been 
no shadow on his social and home life.

They are more healthy than the 
heavy garments of civilian dress he de- 
clares. Every day he spends from one to 
two hours in the water. The remainder of 
his time is spent in lounging about the 
sand, sunning himself. His hermitage home 
is a one-room cottage, built of rough pine

VERY time a mob of American citl- 

fe zens goes to a body of its repre- 

sentatives to ask to be represented, 

we have a spectacle which all Americans 

all over our country should look at, and 

look at hard. It shows what is so gen- 

erally true in this country—that our rep- 

resentative government does not represent 
us. And it shows why not. 

The citizens of Philadelphia who went 
before their Council to stop the gas deal 
were impertinent. They had no right to 
be there; those Councilmen were not their 
representatives. The citizens of Philadel- 
phia did not elect those Councilmen. The 
ring elected them, and, of course, they 
represent the ring. 

Some two years ago I made a study of 
Philadelphia politically. It seemed to me 
then ‘that the city was one of the most 
significant in the country, because it was 
the most American. The proportion of 
citizens born of native American parent- 
age is larger than in any other of our 
great cities. 

I had heard foreigners blamed for our 
“political corruption and ignorance; and the 
newness of our experiment in self-govern- 
ment. The Philadelphians are an old peo- 
ple. They are our people; they are aris- 
tocratic; and they are the most corrupt- 
ed people (I am not talking about the 
ring now) in this country. 

The people of Philadelphia are to blame 
for everything that happens in Philadel; 
phia. That is so, of course, in every 
American community, but yeu can put it 
up to the Philadelphians more ruthlessly 
than any-other community, because they 
are intelligent, they are native, they have 
tra:litions, and they have pride. 


The Ring Ruling Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia is like China. 
rupt and contented. China nas contempt 
for outsiders. China has ancestor worship. 

This same. ring that rules Philadelphia 
now ruled it when I was there. Everybody 
Knew ali about it. It seemed to me every- 
body knew the plans for this gas deal. At 
any rate it seemed to me it was common 
knowledge that there was a plan on, and I 
heard the details of it. 

The common belief in Philadelphia was 
that the ring meant either to blackmail] the 
United Gas Improvement Co. at the ex- 
piration of its lease or take away the gas 
works and give them to another syndicate. 
And as an excuse the ring meant so to in- 
crease the debt of the city that the citi- 
zens themselves would see plainly that 
something had to be done. 

Now the principal graft of the Philade!)- 
phia ring has long been public works. They 
have all other kinds of corruption too, but 
their chief graft takes the form which 
Tammany has developed so highly since in 
New York, of, first, the rake-off on ex- 
penditures for public, improvements, and; 
second, like Tammany’s Mr. Murphy, the 
“legitimate profits of political firms of pub- 
lic contractors.’ So their plan of increasing 
the debt covered both their grafting ends— 
the immediate and the ultimate.

G. I. Co. is now one of the sources of 
the corruption of that Government. You 
can't be represented in the Philadelphia 
ring unless you are a source of corrup- 
tion. 

The Government of Philadelphia repre- 
sents the sources of its corruption. 

And it doesn’t represent the people of 
Philadelphia.

They didn’t mind belng cheated; they 
didn't mind the corruption of their govern- 
ment; they didn’t mind that their govern- 
ment was not their government. 

The Philadelphians have never asked, 
since the Revolutionary days, for self-gov- 
ernment. nor for representative govern- 
|ment. They have asked always only for 
‘good government.”’ 

And when I went there they told me they 
had it; that they had good government 
from their ring, and therefore the ring was 
not so bad. Since they had good gas from 
the U. G. I. and good government from 
their ring, I can’t see what they have to 
complain about. These two good things 
have got together and the result should be 
good. 

Philadelphia is learning what we all are 
going to learn some day—that we cant get 
good government from bad rings; we can't 
get good government unless we first get 
representative government.

Yow hear a gaod deal about the sleepiness 
of Philadelphia. It is not*asleep. Phila- 
delphia is wide awake. But Philadelphians 
are grafting. Not the ring alone, but Phil- 
adelphia, high and low. Take an example: 
The University of Pennsylvania gets land 
and appropriations for. the State ring, 
wherefore the head of the University of 
Pennsylvania refused once to join a reform 
movement against the local ring. 

Take another éxaniple—the charities. 
There are fine old charities in Philadelphia, 
and fine old people direct them. These 
charities get support or protection or con- 
venierce from the ring, wherefore the fine 
old people who are running these fine old 
charities will not fight the ring. 

I believe you could analyze the citigen- 
ship of Philadeiphia and show that a ma- 
jority of, its voters. either themselves or 
their relatives or their friends or their in- 
stitutions or their interests are in on the 
corruption of Philadelphia, or of the State 
of Pennsylvania, or of the United States.

ROME, May 27.—The great international 
conference called by the King of Italy, to 
consider the condition of agriculture 
throughout the world and devise ways for 
its improvement will meet here tomorrow.

RUSSIA 1S. COURTING AMERICA 


Ambassador Meyer Advised That 
Czar’s Government Desires 
Reciprocal Treaty. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Mey 27.—Russia and the 

United States are about to enter into’ an 

eement which will remove the danger of 
a pecemmercia’ war betweén the two nations. 
The settlement of the difficulty Involves a 
reciprocal arrangement, and if the Senate 
will agree to this, amicable relations will 
be restored. 

Ambassador Meyer at St. Petersburg ad- 
vised the state department today that 
Russia is disposed to stop discriminating 
against American products and to rescind 
the order putting the maximum tariff rate 
in: effect, so far as American goods are 
concerned, providing some small conces- 
sion can be obtained in return from the 
United States. 

One of the obstacles in the way of a set- 
tlement is the fact that the Dingley law 
provides that but a small number of '‘ar- 
ticles can be made the~subject of a ne- 
gotiation of this kind. Russia produces 
few if any of these articles, and in order 
to make any concessions to Russia a reci- 

rocity treaty must be negotiated and rat- 
fled by the Senate.

KING IS ABDUCTED FOR 
DISRESPECTING ENGLISH. 


1 Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
an New York World. 


CAPETOWN, May 27.—The King of Ile- 
sha has been deported by Walter Egerton, 
High Oommissioner, of .Southern Nigeria, 
for showing a want of respect for British 


authority. 

According -to news brought from Lagos 
by the mail steamer Zungeru, there was 
consternation among the chiefs and people 
when it was known that their King was 
to be removed.” 

Mr. Egerton somewhat.  allayed their 
alarm by announcing that the King’s ab- 
sence was only for two onths, after 
which period he would be returned to Ile- 
sha. For two days the chiefs.sat with 
their ruler in his palace to console him. 

Then the king, in full robes, set out with 
Mr. Egerton. His chiefs and some 200 of 
his followers accompanied him for two 
days, when they were ordered by the Brit- 
ish to return home. . 

This they did, and no disturbance is re- 
orted to have taken place.

Brilliancy of the Giant. Tower on

Power and How They Were Overcome 


| IRELESS telegraphy has saturated East 
W St. Louis with an electrical atmosphere 

of enormous, unknown power. Strange 
things have happened on the East Side during the

past three months which have amazéd and awed the wireless inclosure have jumped like manikins 


the citizens. They have experienced the power 
.of.a new. force whose influence is almost super- 
“natural. Brave men, who take their lives in their 
“hands every hour of the day while they are pur- 
‘suing their occupation, have been frightened by it. 
Ignorant men who have felt this new and wonder- | 
ful power envelop them have fled erying that the 
Evil One was after them. 

Electricians are perplexed. The local scientists 
are sorely puzzled. Citizens who have never seen 
the manifestations of this extraordinary new force 
are frightened. Even animals are affected by it 
and perform strange antics while under its power. 
The very inventor of this new unknown force and 
his operators who seek to control it, do not yet 
fully understand the child of their creation. 

The De Forest wireless telegraph plant near the 
stockyards, in the northern part of the town, 1s 
responsible for the extraordinary conditions 
which exist in East St. Louis. Since the plant 
has been sending wireless messages—they began 
about Feb. 1—the enormous electrical power they 
release each time they hurl a message across the 
hundreds of miles of air has played strange pranks 
both near the wireless tower and for miles 

around it. Linemen on the poles near the tower 
have been shocked and terrified. The wires they 
were working on have suddenly blazed with light. 
Their insulation is no barrier to the passage of the 
electricity from the tower. 

Telephones all over the town -have felt the in- 
tiuence of the wireless electricity. Men and 
women have felt a shock and their knuckles have 
produced sparks from metal when they touched it. 

Carrier C. E. Van Houten, who delivers mail to 
the wireless operators at the tower, was shocked 

i through his hobnail boots each time he entered 
the inclosure. He finally discovered that if he 
walked on the grass instead of on the cinder path 


whenever their boots touched the rails. Many 
foreigners and many negroes and people who stil! 
believe in ghosts have cried out and run when 
their feet touched either the railroad or street car 
rails. 

Alfred C. Curtis, chief wireless operator, tells 
of the mystification of men and animals who enter 
the park and first come in contact with the cur- 
rent. Last week the Bell telephone repairmen 
drove a decrepit mule into the grounds. The 
beast was slow. He had apparently given up in- 
terest in life. He finally halted near the wireless 
plant. He didn’t have energy enough to lift his 
feet out of a puddle of water until Curtis began 
to send a wireless message to Chicago. But then 
the mule jumped. He danced. All the while the 
sending was going on the mule hopped and 
skipped about. 

Nearly every person who comes into the park 
feels the influence of the great currents. © The 
shocks felt are more marked if the day be damp. 
Then when the power is turned on and the oper- 
ator begins to send the messages through space a 
decided shock can be felt hundreds of feet from 
the tower. The De Forest company calls the tower 
a mast. It is simply a great stick of wood over 200 
feet high, made by bolting thick timbers together. 
It is held in place by a multitude of thick wire 
cables whose base is a hundred feet from the bot- 
tom of the mast and whose ends extend to the 
very top. 

On rainy nights, when these cables become 
charged with the powerful electrical currents the 
effect is one of extraordinary beauty, almost inde- 
seribable. They glow with a cold blue flame. 
Every bit of iron—the nails and bolts and wires 
attached to the mast—shine with the blue light. 
The light dances up and down the cables. The 
figure of the mast is pinked out in a million points 


of tiny ights and surrounded by a corona of daz- 


zling beauty at the top, where the great electrical 
discharges are being hurled into space by a power 
of 200,000 volts. All East St. Louis and the coun- 
try for miles around is dominated by this thing 
of supreme loveliness and gigantic power. The 
illuminated mast can be seen for milés on a rainy 
night. Far up the river mariners see it and think 
it an elfin creation. At a distance it seems a bit 
of fairyland, an enchanted thing.

crackles as the current flashes between the carbon 
tips set nearly a foot apart. Though these tips are 
inclosed in a strong box with two glass doors, it 
eries like a wounded giant.

Dr. Lee De Forest has struggled long but sue: 
cessfully with the new phenomena which his 
genius has developed. To a great extent he has 
overcome most of the difficulties that have been 
mentioned. He has eliminated danger and by 
constant experiment, assisted by the telephone 
‘company, he has obliterated the malign influence 


which the wireless messages had on the telephone 
wires. Like all experiments made in the perfec- 
tion of a new and strange discovery, he must 
ueeds at times grope in the dark.

Underwriting if a form of imsurance in financial matters, 
and a brief explanation of how it works may be interest- 
ing. In order that the money required may be forthcom- 
ing, even if the public do not subscribe it, those engaged in 
issuing a loun make arrangements with financial houses 
‘und others under which the latter, for a commission of so 
much per cent, agree to take up certain amounts of the 
loan if the publie do not apply for it all, If the loan is 
all taken up, the underwriters pocket the commission; if 
not, they must accept their share of the loan and keep the 
bonds until a faverab'e eppurtunity of selling them arises. 
The commission paid to the underwriters of the Japarese 
loan was 2 per cent, and as the public applied for the whole 
of the loan, those who underwrote large amounts secured 
handsome profits. 

It happens from time to time, as in the case of the Japa-

nese issue, that a new loan is quoted on the Stock Ex- 
change at a premium before it comes out, and, naturally, 
everybody is anxious to obtain an allotment because an 
immediate profit is obtainable.

s “stags” and their operations as “stagging.” Those who 
are issuing loafs would prefer to give allotments to invest- 
ors who mean to hold their stock, because the price of the 
security then remains steadier; but where many thousands 
of applications come'in, and the allotments must be sent 
out quickly, it is impossible for the financiers engaged in 
allotting to attempt to separate out the “stags” from the 
bona-fide applicants. 

About two years ago, when the Transvaal loan was is- 
sued, the Bank of England was severely criticised for hav- 
ing, with the object of defeating the “stags,” decided that 
no application for Jess than $10,000 would be entertaired.

We 
don’t want the naval fame he acquired in the service of 
England, Denmark or Russia, and it must be remembered 
he was a rear admiral under Catherine IT after his serv- 
ioe to the American government. Thus a part and not 
all] of Jones’ fame is American. 

Paul Jones seems to have wanted to mix things up and 
the manner of his death shows how well he succeeded. 
This Scotchman, born a British subject, of American cit- 
izenship, with a Russian commission in his pocket, died in 
France, so that at least four countries have an equally 
good claim upon his body to begin with. But if Jones

Jones died July 20, 1792, at 8 o’clock in the evening, aged 
+3 years, at his residence, 42 Rue de Tournon, from dropsy 
f the chest. The National Assembly appointed a deputa- 
tion of eight members and the Consistory of Paris Prot- 
estants a deputation of seven members to attend the 
funeral, while a deputation of eight Americans was also 
appointed for the same purpose. The funeral was thus an 
event of public importance, for the highest legislative au- 
thority in France was officially represented and had passed 
resolutions commending the naval hero, while the cere- 
monies at the burial were likewise official, under the 
auspices of the Consistory of Paris Protestants, and to 
make the event still more official was the delegation’ of 
Americans and the representative of tle .\merican Lega- 
tion. 

Now, bearing these facts in mind, I ask is it likely that 
all this fuss would have been made over a great hero, 
without the slightest thing in or about the coffin to show 
that it contained the body of Paul Jones? The records 
prove that’ the American gdévernment at the time ex- 
pected the body might be resurrected and brought to the 
United States, This was fully, understood at the American 
legation in Paris before the funeral. I ask whether in such 
ircumstaneces the body of Jones would have been -buried 
in an unmarked coffin, without the slightest thing by 
which the remains might be identified? In other words, 
all the evidence concerning the burial of Jones makes it 
almost absolutely certain that the coffin bore a name 
plate and evidence by which it could readily be identified. 

There was not the slightest reason why the body should 
be secreted, for the funeral was a public funeral and the 
event a-national one. It is absurd to pretend that Jones 
was buried in an unmarked coffin for the reason that th: 
authorities feared the revolutianists might dig it up and 
destroy it.

Of all the absurd claims made regarding the mys- 
terious body now in the hands of the government this is 
the most ridiculous. It is utterly contrary to the facts. 

Paul Jones instead of dying a pauper, died a compara- 
tively wealthy man for those any”, as his = proves. He 
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left over $8000 in cash. Jones had more swords and uni- 
forms than any other naval hero in history. In fact, he 
seems to have had a mania for the collection of insignia 
of rank and the number. of commissions he bore, the dis- 
tinetion of his service and his activity in various countries 
show how rapidly they were accumulated. This explains 
why there are almost as many relics of Paul Jones in ex- 
istence as there are of Napoleon. Jones, moreover, was a 
man of great personal vanity, who displayed his commis- 
sions. his medallions and his swords and uniforms—from 
whieh he was never separated—on all possible occasions. 
He had them with him when he died at 42 Rue de Tournon, 
where he was living in comfort.
